The day could not have been plea-

The run to Truckee was made 
In 


quick time and a train was awaiting 
there to take the party to the lake. 
The Lake Tahoe Railway and Trans- 
portation 
company favored the 
ex- 


cursionists with an 
observation car, 


which permitted an unobstructed view 
of the magnificent scenery along the 
river. 
The Truckee is there seen at 


its best. 
A large volume of water Is 


being released from the lake. In the 
deeper spots it is a matchless blue, 
emerald green in the shallows and 
dashed into pearly foam over the rap- 
ids. There is a great contrast between 
the stream above and below the paper 
mill. 
This was noted by all on the 


train and much speculation as to the 
cause and the best manner to remedy 
the trouble was in order. 


As the lake was neared the moun- 


tains rose higher and higher and oc- 
casional patches of snow came into 
view. 
The timber here showed less 


signs of demolition by the woodmen. 
At Deer Park Inn the party was in- 
creased! by several who desired to 
make the trip around the lake. 


When the destination was reached 


there were many exclamations of ad- 
miration from people who had never 
before seen this beautiful structure. 


It is claimed to be the finest resort 


hotel in the west and the many guests 
say that it is probably the best man- 
aged hotel in the world. The furn- 
ishings are superb and the service 
could not be excelled. The party stop- 
ped here for breakfast. 


This hotel was erected and is own- 


rora to equal that of this witching lake 
water. 


Tie oolor OTbsnw to oeontsnUy vmry- 


ing-, a gust or wind across the lake, a 
srlint of sunshine from behind a cloud, 
may cause an Instantaneous change. 
The blue of the deeper waters Is ultra 
marine. In shallow water it is emer- 
ald and such a delicate shade. When 
no air is stirring the waves that angle 
from the steamer's bow are perfect 
prisms where may be seen all the 
colors and blendings that the spec- 
troscope reveals. 
In choppy seaa the 


edge of the waves on a level with the 
eye takes on an instantaneous and elu- 
sive bronze that delights and tantalizes 
the eye. 


The translucency and transparency 


of these waters has not been overes- 
timated. The eye can easily pierce the 
depths to a distance of one hundred 
feet and even In much deeper water 
the glint of a bit of tin can be caught 
far below. 


Now the blue of the lake has sud- 


denly become emerald green as the 
vessel's nose is turned apparently to- 
ward the shore., Between the trees 


passage way suddenly opens and 


is the fairy land portion of Tahoe. 
is the fairly land portion of Tahoe. 
This bay is less than a mile wide 
and only a little over two miles in 
length, but 
towering 
above it are 


peaks that soar ten thousand feet in 
air and upon their brows are snows 
of centuries ago. At the head of the 
bay, above the huge pines at the wat- 
r's edge, leaps a waterfall of two 
Hundred 
feet from ledge 
to ledge, 


sending Its spray In tiny clouds upon 
'he wind. 
Above the cataract is a 


lome eight thousand feet in eleva- 
tion that Is rounded like St. Paul's. 
This smooth mass of granite was thus 
worn many hundreds of years, ago by 
the gigantic glacieis which carv-Jd out 
Emerald bay. 


A rocky Island at the head of the 


bay, 
round which our steamer goes, 


has a history. 
A sailor once made 


his home here and upon the summit 
of the rocky Isle he hollowed out the 
place where his bofly should He when 
death closed his eyes. 
Above this 


niche he reared a cross. But the fates 
willed that he should not rest in this

THE CONVENTIONS 


T 


HE two conventions which meet in Reno today 


are charged with a more important duty than 


has ever devolved upon any political assemblage or 
assemblages that ever convened in the State of Ne- 
vada. 
It is more than an important, it is a sacred 


duty. Upon their action rests the good name, dig- 
nity and, in a great measure, the welfare of this 
commonwealth and the people composing it. There 
is no State in the Union that suffers more, propor- 
tionately, from the trust, tariff and financial policy 
of the Republican party than Nevada and failure to 
adopt the only means to accomplish its discontinu- 
ance, or at least to assist, to the extent of our pow- 
er, our friends and political associates elsewhere 
in, their righteous struggle for political reform, 
could not be designated otherwise than a crime. 
The object to be attained, which is desired by at
